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DIFFERENT METHODS. 


Berlin is beginning to wonder who will have 
to pay the cost of keeping the French army and 
the horde of French officials in the Ruhr. Berlin 
is lucky to have a chance to do any wondering 
along that line, and the people in the Ruhr district 
are still more Jueky. The Belgians were not left 
in doubt for a moment whose pockets would have 
to supply the revenue of the German administra- 


tion that was set up in their country against their 
wishes. They were looted first and taxed next, 
and abused without mercy if the proceeds did not 
come up to expectations. 


A NEW KING REIGNS, 


King George has a rival. There is a new- 
comer in the Lascelles family, and no doubt—as 
usually happens in such cases—everybody from 
the grand-parents down has been promptly reduc- 
ed to the status of a subject. His majesty the 
baby is an uncompromising autocrat. whether 
horn in the palace or the hut. He holds sway by 
right Divine, and does not even have to wait until 
he can proclaim the doctrine to secure obedience 
1o his wants and whims. The bulletin says the 
Jascelles baby is doing fine. That means that he 
can howl; and if he can howl his authority is 
established. Later on of course he will run foul 
of what is called government, and have his pre- 
rogatives trimmed down into harmony with the 
rights and views of other people, as befell some of 
his remote and adult ancestors. But for the pres- 
ent and for some indefinite period he is the real 
monarch in the royal household 


A GOVERNMENT GUARANTEED ‘‘SPREAD.’’ 


After making a special inquiry the Provincial 
Government assures motorists and other users of 
gasoline that the difference between the price of 
that fluid in Alberta and in the United States is 
accounted for by freight charges, the duty, and 
the fact that the Canadian gallon measure is 
larger than the one used on the other side of the 
line, That will not make joy-riding cheaper, but 
it may make it more pleasant. One could hardly 
be supposed to work up enthusiasm for burning 
gasoline while he suspected that somebody some- 
where was profiteering the price. The intimation 
that the cost of the commodity is justified, and 
that a reduction cannot be looked for, may not re- 
concile the public to the idea that the Provincial 
Government should help to boost the price by col- 
lecting a tax on every gallon bought. But it ought 
to stimulate interest in the quest of oil in Alberta. 
A home supply might or might not mean cheaper

For convenience in trade and for purposes of 
calculation money is considered as expressing 
value and currency is taken as expressing money. 
But currency of itself is not money and money of 
itself is not value. 

When currency fails or ceases to be an expres- 
sion of value—when its promise to pay in values 
are not or canot be honored, or when it cannot be 
exchanged for value—its usefulness is gone and it 
automatically ceases to be currency. 

The value of currency as such does not depend 
upon the material of which it is composed, except 
in so far as that material has value of itself. Gold, 
silver, nickel and copper are in general use as 
currency, Paper is also used in the form of notes 
or specific promises to pay either by banks which 
are authorized to issue them or by the state itself. 

The face value of metal currency is established 
by fiat of the state, the intrinsic value of the 
metal being the only security. 

The exchangeable value of bank notes is 
guaranteed by the bank whose shareholders are 
liable for double the value of their shares to sup- 
port the face value of notes issued by the bank. 


at by 


Notes issued by the state are equally 
promises to pay in value. Solong as in the 


judgment of the trading world that promise 
can and will be made good the notes have the ex 
changeable value of their face. As soon as in the 
opinion of the trading world the issue of national 
‘‘naper money”’ is greater than nationa) values 
warrant, the national notes will only be accepted 
in exchange for value at less than their face. And 
in proportion as issues of ‘‘paper money’’ are 
increased their values as currency—as a medium of 
exchange of values—declines. In Russia, Germany 
and Austria so much ‘‘paper money’’ has been 
issued by the state that it has practically ceased 
to have value as currency. Every additional issue 
of so-called ‘‘paper money’’ by those countries 
simply decreases the value of that already issued. 
Tt does not and cannot add anything to the actual 
‘‘money’’ or value belonging to the country or 
its citizens. 

Copper and nickel coins are currency repre- 
senting money or value by fiat of the state. They 
are a convenience in the exchange of smal] values. 
If these coins ever become so numerous as to ex 
ceed requirements the fiat of the state cannot 
maintain them at their par or face value. 


The same is true regarding silver, although the 
instrinsic value of silver approximates more close- 
ly to the coin value usually accorded it. The in 
trinsic value of silver varies from time to time. 
But this does’ not affect the acceptance of silver 
coin at its face value 60 long as the amount in 
circulation is needed as a convenience in trade. If 
however the amount of silver coin at any time be- 
comes excessive its value shrinks in proportion to 
the excess. 

Gold has a mnch higher and much more stable 
intrinsic value than silver. The face value of gold 


coin is usually somewhere near its intrinsic value } 


—that is, the value usually placed upon it for use 
as 6 metal. As coin it is currency, but not money, 
just as silver is currency but not money, But by 
reason of the international stability of the value 
of gold as a metal, and the fact that gold coins 
express approximately the value of the metal they 
contain, coined gold is frequently spoken of and 
treated as money. In so far as the metal which 
composes the coin is of the same value as that ex- | 
pressed by the coin; gold coin is money. But if 
there is a margin between the face of the coin 
and the value of the gold it contains, then by the 
amount of that margin even gold coin is not 
money. 

The United States Government today has more 
gold than any other country in the world. It has | 
more gold than any other country ever had. It is 
said to have half the coined gold of the world. It | 
has vastly more gold than is needed or could be | 
used as currency in the trade of the country, 
Neither is the vast store of gold needed as pur 
chasing power. For the United States and its 
people want to sell, not to buy. Because farmers 
can’t sell produce at paying prices land has gone 
down to half its value of three:vears ago. This de- 
flation of land prices has meant a loss of many 
billions of dollars to United States farmers and 
ruin to a large proportion of them. Not because 
there is not abundance of currency in the hands 
of the government (and in that case the eurrency 
is gold, not paper) but because currency is not 
really money when it is not needed for use in 
trade. 

The over abundance of gold curreney in the 
United States does not enable the farmer to sell 
his produce at better prices, because the people | 
who need the produce have not the gold. And yet 
it is gravely proposed to improve the financial 
position of the Alberta farmer by an of | 
paper currency, which would be a burden on the | 
credit of the province, and therefore would be 
chiefly carried by the farmers themselves—in so 
far as it would be carried at all. Under no eir 
cumstances could it add to the purchasing power | 
of the people who need and usually buy Alberta 
wheat, beef, bacon, and butter. Therefore it could 
not inerease the price of those Alberta products | 
to the benefit of the producer

‘And Exports Meat|Furthest North-West Farming 
Alberta---The Best in the West 


The Waterhole 
Peeve River prairie, which has been 
urgently in need of railway facilities 
for the last e ght or ten years, com- 
prises townships 80, 81 and 82, in 
ranges 2, 3 and ¥ west ofethe 6th 
meridian. The township in which 
Waterhole post office and village ia 
situated is 81, range 3, the central 
township of the group of nine men- 
tioned. 

The Waterhole area is situated tn 
a wide bend of the Peace, ‘The river 
which after leaving St. John, B.C,, 
makes @ great northerly bend to the 
Clear Hills, then sweeps southward. 

In township 80, range 6, it turns 
eastward and cuts a narrow strip off 
tne southern part of township 80, in 
the ranges mentioned. There are six 
post offices in the d'strict, Water- 
hole, Dunvegan, Vanrena, Frieden- 
stahl, Blue Sky and Erin Lodge 

Dunvegan {s at the crossing of the | 
Peace on the trail to the railway at 
Spirit river, and the settlement ex- | 
tends to the break of the valley in

It is said that, in affairs, he ts over-easily influ- 
enced by the man on the spot; and better at 
g out the ideas of others than at origin- 
ating. Against this opinion we must set the fact 
that he coolly and deliberately shaped his own 
career, amidst a thousand opposing forces,
